How many of them will be 
worthy successors to 
former stars like Warren, 
Waetkiss, Richards, Acker- 
ley, Schaefer, Wilson, Abo- 
nyi, Rooney and Vojtek? 

These all had many of the es- 

jal ingredients for star 


=x of the boys’’; almost 
instinctively, driven by 
some mysterious natural 


Which of today’s young bri- 
gade will follow them? 

Quite afew, perhaps — unless 
there is a serious break in 
their development. 

One who is destined for star- 
dom in South Melbourne’s 
Oscar Crino, possibly the 
most polished young talent 
in the classic South Ameri- 
can mould: vry skiliad, con- 
fident, elogant and creative. 

All he has to do is force his 
Personality on the game, 
take the necessary chances 
and not be afraid of being 
“different.” 

Footscray‘s Viatko Belic and 


emulate Crino though they 
have more difficult taks as 
they play for an eternally 
struggling team. 

Adelaide City's Joe Mullen 
could be out new Vojtek or 
Nyskohus; he has that pre- 
cious knack for goals, half 
chances and also the neces- 
sary chesk to survive in 
crowded panalty boxes. 

In Sydney, | would, subjec- 
tively, rate Marconi’s Tom 
McCulloch and Olympic's, 
Jim Patikas as the “‘most 
likely to succeed." _ 

Both should be améng our 
best midfielders within a 
season or two-provided 
they won't be satisfied with 
being only parts of a larger 
machine. 

All grest modern midfielders 

— Giresse, Conti, Platini, 
Socrates, Robson, Tigana, 
Schuster etc — do a lot 
more than fetch, carry, tack- 
le, cover and distribute, 
which are the basic 
demands of most coaches. 

Truly outstanding midfielders 
cannot be stereotyped play- 
ers; they are the fashion de- 
signers of the team, the ar- 
chitects of the edifice. 

NicCulloch, a player similar in 
style to the young Warren, 
should build more on his 
energy, dynamism and ag- 
gression; Patikas should ex- 


seasoned, ‘‘big name” op- 
ponents and thus take less 
chances. 


But in today’s game, with 
packed defences, tight 
marking and a great deal of 
physical contact, no striker 
can survive unless he is pre- 
pared and able to ba 
unorthodox — outskill and 
outwit the defender, with or 
without the ball. 

Abonyi, Vojtek and Alston had 
that talent; today Dez Mar- 
ton, John Kosmina, Seb 
Giampaolo, Doug Brown 
and Phil O'Connor come 
closest to that standard. 

Of course, some others also 
could operate successfully 
without these qualities — 
but they had better have the 
physical attributes of a Gary 
Cole or Marshall Sober who 
survive on other virtues. 

| only can hope and pray that 
at laast some of our most 
talented young players will 
have the intelligence, will 
and divine spark to emerge 
from their promising 
cocoons.

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NSL proposes new 


system of transfers 


By CRAIG MACKENZIE 


The NSL is groping in the dark, along with 
the rest of the world, for a solution to the 
problem of escalating transfer fees. 

NSL management committee member David 
Dillon has come up with two possible solutions. 
His proposals have been sent to member clubs and 
leading journalists for critical appraisal. 


Dillon’s proposals call 
for the categorisation of 
players on the basis of age 
and quality, for transfer 
fees to be set in line with 
such categorisation and 
for players to receive a 
percentage of transfer 
fees. 

His first proposal, for a 
voluntary transfer code to 
be adopted by NSL clubs 
and State federations, 
stipulates transfer ranges 
within categories and age 
groups, as shown by the 
table at right. 

In this proposal, players 
get a maximum of 20 per- 
cent of transfer fees. That 
suggests that players may 
get varying percentages up 
to 20 percent and Dillon has 
provided no guidelines for 
deciding specific per- 
centages. 

His second proposal 
places players into two 
broad categories. The 
first, that of the beginning 
player (or first year play- 
er) includes players from 
overseas, from State Lea- 
gues, or from amateur or 
junior leagues, who have 
not reached the 20-game 
figure, at which time they 
revert to the second cate- 
gory, that of the establish- 
ed NSL player. 

The beginning player 
category allows such 
players to be transferred 
for ‘actual expenses in- 
curred, excluding wages 
plus an ex-gratia pay- 
ment of $50 multiplied by 
the number of weeks with 
the club concerned.” 

The established player 
category breaks players 
into three groups (like Dil- 
lon’s first proposal): Supe- 
rior, above average and 
average. 

Unlike in Dillon’s first 
proposal, he doesn’t here 
set specific transfer 
ranges. Rather, he sug- 
pests here that transfer 
fees be negotiated on the 
basis of the following 
criteria: 

(A) Age, between 15 and 
35. All others are free 
transfers. 

(B) Transfer fees paid 
previously. 

(C) Actual club ex- 
penses, excluding wages 
(proof required). 

(D) Likely replace- 
ment costs. 

(E) Agreed player quali- 
ty (length of time with 
club; expectation of con- 
tinued potential perform- 
ance). 

This proposal calls for 
transfer fees to be negotia~ 
ted, on the above criteria, 
between the relevant clubs 
and, if necessary, by an 
appeal tribunal. 

This proposed criteria 
is closely aligned to the 
criteria already in use at 
appeal tribunal level. 

And, the terms used in 
this criteria are a major 
source of controversy bet- 
ween clubs and players. 
Dillon has not attempted 
to provide much-needed 





operational definitions for 
terms such as “‘actual club 
expenses”, ‘“‘likely  re- 
placement costs’’, and ‘‘a- 
greed player quality’’. If 
he could have, he would 
have been lauded by 
appeal tribunals across the 
breadth and width of 
Australias 

Dillon’s failure to build 
the problem of huge sign- 
ing-on fees into his nranac- 
al is a major defect. 

Escalating transfer fees 
are not solely due to clubs, 
which, in Dillon’s words 
‘*have had no hesitation in 
placing huge and unrealis- 
tic transfer fees on young 
players, and occasionally 
experienced players, 
which bear no relation to 
the funds outlayed by the 
clubs concerned.”’ 

Well-administered clubs 
are not merely in the prac- 
tice of buying players for a 
certain outlay, then selling 
them for that outlay. 
Players, in strict econom- 
ic terms, are club assets, 
and depending on the gen- 
eral economic situation of 
the club at any given time, 
will be sold, hopefully at a 
profit, by the club. That’s 
the economic realities of 
running clubs at present 
and in the future. Badly 
run clubs make bad player 
deals. A bad deal involves 
an outlay which isn’t even 
partially recouped when 
the player is sold to anoth- 
er Club. 

Ask Footscray J.U.S.T. 
coach Bobby McLachlan 
about good players deals. 

We're led to believe that 
the practice of giving 
players signing-on fees is 
dying in Sydney. I don’t 
know about that, but I do 
know that it is rampant in 
Melbourne. 

Clubs may not accept 
the restrictions of Dillon’s 
proposals. Most club offi- 
cials like to think that they 
are in the best position to 
negotiate the best possible 
deal for their club when 
buying or selling players. 
That never will change. 

The outcry about escala- 
ting transfer fees in the 
NSL is, in my opinion, un- 
warranted when you take 
this year’s wheeling and 
dealing as an example. The 
biggest transfer fee so far 
has been the $22,000 paid to 
Heidelberg by Makedonia 
for Gary Cole, a 28-year- 
old in his prime, the lead- 
ing scorer of all time in the 
NSL and a man with 33 ap- 
pearances for his country 
to his name. That’s not a 
ridiculous figure. 

Indeed, had Dillon's vol- 
untary transfer code been 
in operation, Heidelberg 
could have held out for the 
$24,000 ceiling stipulated in 
this code. 

The hue and cry over 
transfer fees comes from 
club administrators who 
have viewed, almost ter- 
ror-stricken, the decline in 
the level of club coffers in 
recent years.

That decline is princi- 
pally due to declining gate 
income, not to increased 
player demands, or unrea- 
listic transfer fees slapped 
on players’ heads by clubs. 


Of course, that’s why 
the NSL has regionalised 
its competition in the hope 
that more derby matches 
will attract more fans and 
clubs will become more 
solvent. 


The probiem curiously is 
hidden somewhere within 
near-barren terraces. The 
solution lies within that 
cloudy area called “‘provi- 
cing a great match specta-

Wollongong’s 26-year-old fullback, Peter 
Willis, who once played for Leeds United in 
England, returned to Tasmania recently for a 
brief holiday. Willis had a couple of seasons in 
Tasmania with Rapid before joining Wollon- 


gong in 1980. 


Shortly after joining Wollon- 
gong, he suffered a serious 
foot injury which, at first, 
posed a threat to his career.

Brisbane City 
should beat Lions 
easily at Spencer 
Park on Sunday. 


That fs, if any parallels can 
be drawn with the start of this 
season and the beginning of 
last year. And on the surface 
it appears very much a case 
of deja vu. 

Both teams. have new 
coaches — as they did last 
year. But just as it did under 
Jim Hermiston, City quickly 
has settled under Joe Gilroy 
while Lions have been dis- 
organised nad unsettled, as 
they were last year with Simon 
Kistemaker, and again this 
season under new coach Harry 
Noon. 

The two teams clashed 
about this time last year, in 
the Queensland Soccer Feder- 
ation’s pre-season final — and 
City emerged a 6-1 winner. 

Although it is unlikely to 
repeat that score on Sunday, 
City supporters are prepared 
to back their team to the hilt. 
So much so that one City 
director freely is taking bets, 
giving Lions a three goal start! 
One bet, for $1000, even made 
newspaper reports. 

But the director has every 
reason to be confident. 

As Gilroy points out, the 
nucleus of the side that fin- 
ished third in the league three 
years ago, and led the com- 
petition after seven rounds 
last season, still is there. 

City has lost no-one of note 
and in fact has strengthened 
its squad through the inclusion 
of former Newcastle United 
striker Bob Mountford, dual 
Rothmans Medal winner Ken 
Swan and Grange Thistle and 
Valley Trident striker Frank 
Mengotti. 

Admittedly, it has taken 
Gilroy a few matches to bal- 
ance his side, but in the past 
week, City has begun to show 
some form, suggesting that it 
will, at the very least, finish 
much higher than its third 
bottom finish last year.

Still, there are a _number of 
players on the outer. Goalkee- 
per Bret Beves still is dis- 
puting his contract, Bobby 
McSkimming and Nigel 
Lownds are transfer listed and 
Bob Vincent, Calvin Daunt and 
John Ogden appear unlikely to 
be first team regulars this 
year.
